of the scene of the first great conflict 
of the civil war, and was applauded 
and cheered when he made a_plea for 
international peace. 

The president declared a general ar- 
bitration treaty both with Great Bri- 
tain and with France probably would 
be signed within the next ten days. He 
added that he hoped within the next 
few days to announce that the three 
other great powers would enter into 
similar agreements with the United 
States. He did not go so far as to 
indicate the nations he had in mind, 
but it is generally belHeved that he 
referred to Germany, Italy and the 
Netherlands. Japan ultimately may 
come into the far-reaching pact, but 
the negotiations with that empire as 
yet are said to be merely tentative. 

President Taft reached Manassas 
late this evening after a tempestuous 
trip. It was so strenuous that the 
presidential party abandoned _ their 
motors here and returned to the capi- 
tal by train. Mr. Taft laughingly 
iMkened his troubles in getting to Bull 
Run to those that some folks” fitty 
years ago had in getting away. 

“I brought some senators and repre- 
sentatives down with me from Wash- 
ington,’ he said, “and because of the 
exigencies of the road and the storm 
and strife of the elements, we came 
far more siowly than some senators 
and representatives who came down 
here half a century ago went back.”

New Orleans Traders “till” 
Several Millions 


For First Time in History of 
New Orleans Exchange Big 
Killings Are Made----Young 
Ed Eisenhauer Cleans Up 
$250,000 in Three Days. 


New Orleans, La., July 21.—(Spe- 
cial.)—For the first time in the his- 
tory of the New Orleans cotton ex- 
change, the last few days of trading 
have shown a big clean up on the 
bear side of the market. : Estimates 
of the profits vary, but more than one 
prominent trader says at least $2,- 
500,000 was taken in, largely from 
bulls trading in the New York eéx- 
change. The weekly statement of the 
New Orleans clearing house shows an 
increase of $668,000, practically every 
bit of which is from profits of traders 
on the cotton exchange. 

The money was made by a big ring 
which has been closely following the 
cotton crop condition from first hand 
accounts. Members of this ring were 
better advised than were the New 
York traders about both the Missis- 
sippi valley crops and Texas. 

Ring Cieaned Up Nice Sum. 

While general alafms of great dam- 
age from drought were ing sent 
broadcast, members of this ring were 
sitting steady in the boat and rely- 
ing upon the hardiness of the plants 
in Texas and upon their belief that 
they knew better than New York.

Washington, July 21.—President 
Simon, of Haiti, appears doomed to 
follow President Diaz, of Mexico, and 
to give way to another revolutionary 
government, according to advices 
reaching Washington. In the opinion 
of Captain Dismuke, of the gunboa 
Petrel, which is at Port-au-Prince 
watching the operations of the revolu- 
tionists at Gonaives, the revolutionists 


all of the towns of importance except 
the capital are in théir possession. 
President Simon has been obliged to 
abandon his campaign in the north 
and to withdraw his army hastily to 
the capital, where he arrived a very 
sick man and is now confined to his 
bed. It is expected there will be des- 
perate fighting and Captain Dismukes 
reported today that the revolutionary 
troops are now marching toward the 
capital from St. Mare, which they 
captured without much resistance. 
Captain Dismukes reports that the

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POSSIBILITIES IN A SINGLE VOTE, . 


Congressional action upon the pending wool schedule may be 
more far-reaching than is apparent from the surface indications. 
It is not unlikely that it may prove a primary factor in nationa! 


democratic victory in 1912; it will certainly do so if President Taft 


should veto the bill, as it is now rumored he will, if it is sent to 
him by congress. 

It is stated President Taft has taken the stand that while the 
wool schedule of the present tariff law is “indefensible,” revision 
of it should be based upon investigation of the tariff board; an 
attitude which, in itself, is indefensible when it is admitted that the 
public is suffering from an unjust and burdensome tax. 

It is difficult to see upon what ground the president can jus- 
tify the continuance of an unjust and admittedly outrageous tax 
burden at the pleasure of a tariff board; but he’ will be compelled 
to make the attempt or to approve the bill, if congress sends it 
to him. ae 

The sénate, as the matter stands ab present, has substituted the 
La Follette bill for the democratic or house bill, though it is said 
the insurgent republicans would accept the latter, if they cannot 
get the former. | : 

But the main point is, will the senate vote wool revision and 
reduction at all? Admittedly, if it does, it is going to require every 
democratic vote and. every available insurgent vote in that body. 
lit has been clearly pointed out that the success of this democratic 
measure may depend upon a single vote. 

Should the senate defeat the measure, the president’s defense 
is, of course, complete; but if the bill be enacted, it will be impossi- 
ble for him, under pretense of tariff board investigation or any

The interesting possibility, therefore, of a single senate vote 
bearing importantly upon national democratic victory next year 
looms large on the horizon.

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NO ICE FAMINE IN THE SOUTH. 


While northern communities, and f~rticularly New York, have 
been contending, during the recent excessive heat, not only with ice 
famines, but increases in the price of ice sometimes almost pro- 
hibitive, it is a subject for congratulation that no such conditions 
have been presented to the people of the south. 

So oppressive became the methods of the so-called ice trust in 
New York city that it is now under rigid investigation by the courts. 
Small dealers complain that the hardship was put not alone upon 
the consumer, but was also‘heavily borne by them, the price having 
been advanced within two or three days from $2.50 per ton to as 
much as $2.50 for a single 150-pound cake. 

It is easily apparent what this outrageous and exorbitant in- 
crease in price to the small dealer must have meant to the consumer 
in a long period of excessively hot weather, when men, women and 
children were dying for a lack of air and ice to keep off heat pros- 
tration. It is a form of oppression that is morally, if not legally, 
criminal, | 

It is at least gratifying to contemplate what Atlanta and other 
southern cities escaped during the heated season. There is no in- 
stance of any Of the southern companies having halted in its output 
or added one cent to the price to the consumer. 

For, withstanding the natural and often strong temptation to 
increase profits at a time like this, the southern ice companies are 
to be commended. They did, it is true, only a duty, but they per- 
formed it where others failed—a failure which, as a result of their 
overreaching greed, has, in some instances, haled them to the bar 
of justice. 
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A WISE COURTHOUSE POLICY. 


Far too fréquently in the erection of public buildings is the 
mistake made of ignoring the future. To build for today alone 
means a continual and growing expenditure to keep apace with 
business requirements, and, in the end, the demolition of many a 
building before it is worn out to make way for an adequate 
structure. | 

Fulton’s county commissioners are to be heartily commended 
for their foresight in this respect, for they have looked far into the 
fiture and are building a courthouse to meet conditions not only 
today and tomorrow, but, possibly, half a century away. 

It would have been impossible to do this without tearing down 


everything and erecting from the ground up a compact, yet spacious 


and well-arranged, structure, which shall be complete within itself 
and capable of providing for the county's requirements for many 
years to come. | : 

To have retained the courthouse annex, which has. always been 
an inexcusable botch of a building, simply because it was newer 
and not quite so dilapidated as the old courthouse itself, would 
have been an error every citizen of Atlanta would have deplored, 
perhaps before the walls of the new structure had been completed. 

And the particular cause for gratification about it all is that 
the county board has found means, without imposing a single 
added dollar of taxation, of erecting a structure not only comport-

Mr. Fullbright, of Burke, attacked it 
as unconstitutional, declaring that “leg- 
islative courtesy’’ did not justify any 
member dispensing with his obligation 
to that instrument. 

“Don’t you know that the constitu- 
tion is an antequated instrument now 
treated as a joke?” inquired Mr. Hall, 
of Bibb. 

“I can speak for myself alone,” re- 
plied the gentleman from Burke, “and 
that is I regard my oath as applying to 
local as well as general bills.” 

Mr. Payton declared a member of 
the court of appeals had vouched for 
the constitutionality of the measure, 
and resented what he termed as a 
growing inclination on the part of 
many members to legislate for counties 
which they do not represent.

FARM SCHOOL OPENS AUG. 28 
AT CLARK UNIVERSITY 


The farm school of Clark University 
which will begin its session on August 
28, will be one of the largest and most 
widely attended institutions of its kind 
in the history of the south. At its first 
session, on the 28th, many of the lead- 
ing white and colored citizens of the 
state will speak upon various topics of 


interest to the negro. 

Deal Jackson, a negro who has sold 
the first bale of cotton east of the Mis- 
sissippi river for thirteen years, and 
who is the largest colored planter in 
the state, is among the members of his 
race who are aiding in the work. Jack- 
son owns 2,000 acres of land in Dough- 
erty county, near Albany, has 1,000 
acres in cotton, operates 55 plows, and 
employs 200 members of his own rac4a 
te work on hig place. On August 28 
Jackson will speak on “How to Man- 
age Farm Labor.” . 

A presiding elder of the Elberton 
district, A. M. E. church, Rev. C. L. 
Bonner, will speak on, “What the Pre- 


siding Elder Can Do For Rural Uplift.”

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NEW CROP GAINED 
WHILE OLD CROP LOST 


Cotton Market Less Activ 
Rallies Were ac enieed 
Spot Quiet. 


New York, July 21—The cotton mar- 
ket was less active today and buyers 
for a reaction appeared to be a littie 
more confident, but, while there was 
less long cotton for sale on declines, 
offerings increased on moderate 
bulges, with the result thet rallies 
were tharely maintained. The close 
Was steady at a net decline of 6 to 8 
points on the old crop, while new crop 
Positions showed net gains of from 
4 to & points. 

The market opened steady at a de- 
cline of 24 points on July and of 14 
points on August, but unchanged to 4 
points higher on the new crop. The 
trouble with the mear months appeared 
to be that a few July notices were 
circulated, causing a little liquidation, 
but offerings of July were absorbed 
around 13.03, and August, which sold 
at 12.64 was the only month to make 
a new low record. As s00n as the 
old crop steadied, the new crop did a 
little better on more enoouraging 
cables, reports of a good trade demand 
and covering of shorts, but after sell- 
ing about 6 to 8 points net higher the 
market weakened again under another 
little flurry of liquidation and a re- 
newal of bear pressure. This decline 
carried the new crop positions under 
the 12-cent mark again, but there was 
nowhere near as much long cotton for 
Bale as on the declines earlier in the 
week, and the market firmed up dur- 
ing the middle of the day on continued 
buying by reacticnists and rather more 
active covering by shorts, who may 
have been influenced to somo extent 
by complaints of too much rain in 
the centra! belt. 

New crop positions sold about 12 
points net higher on support, or 20 

ints above the low level of yester- 

y, but the demand did not, become 
at all general, offerings showed a con- 
tinued tendency to increase on bulges 
and closing prices were 6 to 7 points 
off from the top. Covering for over 
the week-end was probably factor 
during the day, and, while general 
sentiment seemed bearish, there may 
have been some buying, on the ground 
that the decline had discounted a fa- 
vorable August bureau report, with 
the liquidation of speculative long ac- 
counts suggesting the possibility of a 
rally before the publication of the 
condition figures.

427 last week and 7,442 last year. To- 
day’s receipts at New Orleans, 387 bales 
against 58 last year and at Houston 
63 bales, against 19 last year.

The weather may showed some littie 
rain in Oklahoma and Arkansas and scattered 
rains in the eastern half of the belt. It was 
generally called favorable. 

Shorts were good buyers on the decline and 
this profit-taking became strong enough 
around the middle of the morning to absorb 
all offerings. Scalpers saw their chance to 
play the market for an upward turn and went 
heavily long, with the result that the mar- 
ket spurted upward, running weaker shorts 
tions. The weather map showed some lHtle 
excitement around the ring and the trading, 
while still mainly among professionals, was 
fairly brisk and in good volume. Sentiment 
remained bearish and the gossip of the floor 
made it plain that those who were buying 
were not looking for a permanent advance.

Movement General. 


New York, July 21.—~alter a day of 
dullness and narrow movements, the 


stock market was enlivened shortly, 


before the close today by a renewed 
outburst of sameulative activity, such | 
as carried up prices rapidl¥ earlier in| 
the week. As was the case before, the 
buying movement was concentrated up- 
on the leading railroad stocks, among 
which Union Pacific was most promi- 
nent. Large blocks of this stock were 
bought on a rapidly rising scale of 
prices. The last sale waa at the high 
price of the day, 191%, which was also 
the highest figure of tne year. 

The gain of two points in this is- 
sue was larger than in most of the 
other shares, but the upward movement 
was general. Many other high prices 
for the year were recorded and the 
average at the close stood at the high- 
est point since April, 1910. Canadian 
Pacific once more touched the highest

Chicago, July 21.—The black rust 
bug was banished from the wheat pit 
this afternoon, and so was the fear of 
Canadian frost.

As 
for the frost scare further advices were 
that the weather in the Canadian 
northwest had become fdeal, and that 
the largely increased acreage meant a 
big harvest. Gradually buying power 
which earlier in the day had pushed 
higher seemed to give out and the mar- 
ket sagged. Foreigners were still large 
bidders, but were 1 cent to 2 cents out 
of line. The fact was regarded as hav- 
ing significance that world shipments 
were estimated at nearly 4,000,000 bush- 
els in excess of the corresponding time 
a year ago. During the session Sep- 
tember ranged from 88 to 89%, closing 
ly @ %e net lower at 88@88%c. 

Refusal of eastern buyers to follow 
an advance in corn pulled down that 
cereal. The market was also adversely 
affected by attempts of buil speculators 
to secure profits. September fluctuated 
64%c and 65%c, with the close weak 
at 64%c, a net loss of %c. Cash grades 
wre firm. No. 2 yellow closed at 65@ 
65 % 

A returns on oats proved in- 
creasingly favorable. Lack of elevator 
room here for further storage counted 
likewise against values.

A.considerable shortage in Septem- 
ber pork resulted in that option being 
sharply advanced. At the end of the 
day 30 cents of the gain was still held.

HESTER’ S ‘WEEKLY 
COTTON STATEMENT 


New Orleans, July 21.—Secretary Hester's 
weekly New Orleans Cotton Exchange state- 
ment issued before the close of business to- 
day shows a decrease in the movement into 
sight compared with the seven days ending 
this date last year in round figures 46,000, a

|COTT ON THE PAST WE WEEK; 
REVIEW OF THE.MARKET 


New York, July 21.—Cotton has been 
decidedly lower on continued favor- 
able crop accounts, expectations of a 
very early movement of new cotton 
to market and persistent long liquida- 
tion of both new and old positions by 
bull operators. The weekly govern- 
ment report was of a very favorable 
character, repotting rains quite gen- 
eral in the American cotton producing 
region. This, with the unusually care- 
ful cultivation and immense acreage, 
indicates to many an _ exceptionally 
large crop, if not a record one, prfe- 
supposing ordinarily favorable crop 
ecnditions during the balance of the 
season. A prominent Texas opérator, 
it is said, has sold during the early 
part of the week his entire holdings of 
the crop positions; the amount in some 
instances was estimated as much as 
300,000 bales. Heavy liquidation of 
long August contracts has also been 
a markedly depressing factor. Liver- 
pool advices were that the short in- 
terest in that market had been great- 
ly diminished. The crop and weather 
mows has been favorable in the main, 
ard, significantly enough, the south 
has been a steady seller of the for- 
ward deliveries. Cotton goods have 
continued quiet. Curtailment at Fall 
River last wetk reached 190,600 pieces, 
and the print sales of some 55,000 
pieces were in some cases made at a 
ccncession of tc. Furthermore, a 
drastic cut of %c per yard was made 
in fruit of the loom cloths. 

For the first time in practically two 
years the spectacle has been wit- 
nessed of new crop months selling be- 
low 12 cents. The recent rains and 
more seasonable temperatures, to- 
gether with the drastic long liquida- 
tion in both the old and the new crop 
options, have given rise to doubts on 
the part of many as to the feasibility 
as yet of bringing about a material 
and permanent rise in prices. 

Spot houses, spinners and ee 
have steadily bought the new 
months. English spinners, it is sald 
control over 60 per cent of the Liver- 
pool stock, and it would seem to many 
that they would be very likely to take 
cotton for future requirements at 
around the 12-cent level, when it is 
remembered that only last August 
many obligations had to be met on the 
basis of nearly 20 cents. Exporters are 
diminishing the local certified stock, 
and the stock of American cotton fn 
Liverpool has fallen off 33,000 bales 
during the week. Latterly there have 
been several attempts on the part of 
large interests to rally prices, but with 
little success. 

The result of the week has been a 
decline of % to 1%c, mostly on the 
nearby deliveries.

MAGEE OUT FOR’ 
ENTIRE SEASON 


New York, July 21.—The suspension 
of Sherwood Magee, outfielder of the 
Philadelphia National League club, will 
extend over the remainder of the 
league's playing season. Magee was 
indefinitely suspended by ~ President 
Lynch as a result of his recent attack 
on Umpire Finneran during a game at 
Philadelphia. Today President Lynch, 
who had previously imposed upon Ma- 
gee a fine of $200, the limit allowed by 
National League rules, made his sus- 
pension definite in the following an- 
nouncement: 

“The status of Player Magee of the 
Philadelphia club, was today officially 
determined by President Lynch, of the 
National League. Mr. Lynch stated thaz 
Magee had been guilty of .the most 
flagrant violation of rule 70; of the 
playing rules, by his unprovoked as- 
sault'- on Umpire Finneran during the 
progress of a championship game at 
Jhiladelphia on July 10. The assault wag 
followed by public statements coming 
from the player and accepted by offi- 
cials of the Philadelphia club te the 
effect that Umpire Finneran had ap- 
plied a vile name to the offending play- 
er. This charge has been found ab- 
solutely untrue. Under the powers 
conferred by playing rule 67, and for 
the good of the game, President Lynch 
has fixed Magee’s suspension for the 
remainder of the playing season of 
1911, in addition to payment of the 
$200 fine previously imposed.” .

Retail trade has largely been con- 
fined to clearance sales of summer 
goods, but the results here have not 
been uniformly satisfactory, owing to 
variable weather conditions and the 
restricted buying power of many con- 
sumers. Perhaps the most uniformly 
favorable reports as to trade come 
from the south, where bumper crop 
prospects stimulate a fair degree of 
oonfidence, and from points of the 
scuthwest, where the passing of the 
season's long drouth has improved 
sentiment. 

Collections range from slow to fair. 
In industry the most cheerfully situ- 
ated lines continue to be iron and 
steel, which is moving quite satisfac- 
torily. Machinery and coal trades. hold 
the slight improvement noted last 
week. The cotton goods industry has 
been temporarily unsettled by the 
starp decline in cotton, which is re- 
flected in’ lower asking prices for 
some kinds of cotton goods. In wooien 
goods the feature has been the open- 
ing of many lines of men's wear wool- 
ens at lower pricc:s. New business is 
not marked as yet in this or in dress 
gocds, hewever.

Rice is a member of the American 
Ornithologists’ Union, which is the 
world’s authority on all matters relat- 
ing to birds, and he has been in the 
field continuously for the past six 
years working for the protection of 
insect-eating birds. 

“The danger from the boll weevil is 
not to be despised,” he said. “The dam- 


|'age done to the crop increases as the 


pest comes east. The example of Lou- 
isiana, where the loss of the crop was 
seventy-five per cent, and the pres- 
ent ‘experience of Mississippi and Ala- 
bama, which are in all respects sim- 
ilar to the experience of Louisiana, 
show that entrance of the boll weevil 


into the state of Georgia is sure to be 
a great calamity, unmitigated, unless 
the most vigorous measures are taken 
at once to forestall the coming of the 
boll weevil. 

“The only check to the advance of the 
boll weevil or relief that ever will ba 
found lies in the work of .thea Jnseet- 
eating birds. That is conceded by ev- 
ery authority on earth. There is one 
means of saving the bird,and but one, 
and that is the adoption of the hunters’ 
license law. This practice is world- 
wide. Every American state has a H- 
cense on hunters except the states of 
Virginia, North Carolina, South Caroli- 
na and Georgia. The license should 
be low so that the poorest man may 
pay it. It is not designed to take 
away any man’s liberty, but merely to 
insure the country against the rapid 
advance of the most destructive agri- 
cultural pest that has ever struck the 


cotton beit.’’ ‘

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SOLDIERS’ HOME 
NEEDS MORE MONEY 
Bill to Appropriate $5,000 for 


Hospital Will Be In- 
troduced. 


An extra appropriation of $5,000 for 
the purpose of building an annex to 
the hospital of the Confederate 5Sol- 
diers’ Home will be asked of the leg- 
islature by the board of trustees of 


that institution. 

The bill asking for the appropria- 
tion has been drawn up by Captain 
“Tip” Harrison and will be introduced 
in the house of representatives by the 
delegation from Fulton county. 

The hospital at the Soldiers’ Home 
is constantly crowded with inmates 
and while it is a splendid building it 
is woefully inadaquate to meet the re- 
quirements. It was built to accom- 
modate twenty patients and at the 
time it was constructed it was thought 
there would never be more than twen- 
ty veterans ill at the same time. 

However, there are now twenty- 
three veterans in the hospital and 
there are about fifteen others who 
should be there, but who are being 
cared for in the main building because 
there is no room for them in the hos- 
pital,
